EDITORIAL NOTES 


ScHOOL LIBRARY SUGGESTIONS 
By Nathaniel Wright Stephenson 
Professor of History and Biography at Scripp’s College, 
Claremont, California

to college” published as the Scripps College Bulletin for October 1929. 


THE PROBLEM OF THE MINIMUM LIBRARY cannot be solved offhand. 
. . . For the school library, at least, very few biographies need exceed 
300 pages. But at present this is a council of perfection. The best that 
can be done at the moment is to substitute for the outworn books 
others, even if too long, that have modern points of view—Mr. 
Nevin’s Fremont, Mr. Stryker’s Andrew Johnson (advocacy though 
it is), and in other fields such brave attempts as Maurois’ Disraeli, and 
(despite its sins) Elizabeth and Essex. On a few subjects, of course, 
long biographies are inevitable. Lincoln should be represented at least 
by the two monumental volumes of Senator Beveridge and their con- 
tinuation that is now in preparation by Mr. W. C. Ford. A crying 
need is an adequate full length Washington, one that will be worthy 
of the subject, a portrait as well as a drama, candid, critical, but quite 
tree from the present rage to ‘debunk.’ Until some one succeeds in 
hitting this mark, the best Washington is still the revision of Mar- 
shall’s Life which he made himself condensing that great work into 
two volumes. It is partisan, and not much in the way of a portrait, 
but nevertheless an admirable book. 


The ‘debunking’ business presents a major difficulty. Practically 


everything of the sort may be dismissed as sensational special plead- 
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ing. Nevertheless, it won’t do to send students to college with no 
suspicion of historical controversies. Therefore, at least in our own 
history, some recognition of leading controversies is necessary. This 
means that Professor Beard’s Economic Origins of Jeffersonian 
Democracy should be included in the school library, and even its 
picturesque understudy, Mr. Bowers’ Hamilton. and Jefferson. At 
the same time the school girl should be led to see the difference between 
the frankly partisan attitude of such interpretations and the truly 
poised and judicial interpretations that may claim to be definitive. For 
my own part, I should be willing to accept as prepared for college, in 
history, any girl who could write a satisfactory comparison of Hamuil- 
ton and Jefferson with Dickinson’s Greek View of Life. To do so 
would take a superior student, one who could look beyond subject 
matter and observe modes of approach, but if she had been taught 
to read books in the same way in which she criticizes her companions 

especially when suspicion has been aroused—it is not an im- 
possibility. 

Where our present small libraries are weakest is in just the class 
of books represented by the masterly essay of Dickinson, or by Henry 
Adams’ Mont St. Michel and Chartres. Where can you find a corre- 
sponding interpretation of Islam, of India, of China? Even in our 
own experience, what have we that truly catches and bodies forth 
the genuine reality in a particular phase of American life? Professor 
Parrington’s Main Currents of American Thought and Professor 
Phillips’ Life and Labor in the Old South are needed in school libraries 
—especially Professor Phillips, whose work is almost unique—but 
what we need most is something still more compact, more concrete, 
while far too vivid to be anything like a mere summary. 

All this merely by way of showing how tentative at the present 
moment library suggestions must be. Useful hints will be found in 
the Scripps College Bulletin on Pre-Collegiate Reading and in the 
Bulletin on Musical Education. A few considerations are past dispute. 
Certain great classics-—Gibbon, Macaulay, ete——should find places 
in school libraries; a few collections are imperative, as the two now 
appearing, the Dictionary of American Biography and the Ency- 
clopaedia of the Social Sciences, with, of course, at least one compre- 
hensive Encyclopaedia; in American history, a small number of 
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bountifully factual summaries, say, Osgood for the Colonial period, 
MacMaster reinforced by Henry Adams for the early Nineteenth 
Century; Rhodes for the Civil War and Reconstruction; the forth- 
coming History of American Life, edited by Professor Fox and 
Professor Schlesinger; the richly pictorial Pageant of America, and 
certain volumes of the Chronicles of America, issued by tne Yale 
Press; perhaps the Cambridge Histories, Ancient, Mediaeval and 
Modern; fifty to a hundred and fifty biographies; say, twenty-five 
special treatises on times or conditions; and a few histories of special 
topics such as commerce, politics, economics. As to documentary 
material, there is scope for much difference of opinion, so much that 
the point may be left for more ample discussion in some future bul- 
letin on the minimum historical library. The same may be said of the 
two considerations that together present the greatest difficulty—books 
on special phases of life, and books on allied subjects (Art, Literature, 
Exploration, Ideas) that may be thought of both under History (in 
the narrow sense) and under what may seem to be their more imme- 
diate classification. 


IN THE MAY 1927 IssuE, the Booklist commented on the International 
Mind Alcove, a collection of about one hundred books, sent without 
charge by the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace to 
libraries in small communities throughout the United States. A list of 
this collection, which is kept up to date by the inclusion of appropriate 
titles whenever published, has now been printed in response to re- 
quests. This list will assist librarians in communities too large to be 
eligible for the Endowment gift to select their own International Mind 
Alcove. The adult list has proved so attractive that children’s books 
have been added. A study course, “International relations,” based on 
the International Mind Alcove books, has been prepared by Amy 
Heminway Jones of the Division of intercourse and education. Two 
books are chosen as most important—This world of nations by 
Pitman B. Potter (Macmillan, 1929, $4) and The old savage in the 
new civilization by Raymond B. Fosdick (Doubleday, 1928, $2.50)

For it is certain that whoever will not courageously face the facts of life, 
whether he likes them or not, will never be able to tell the true from the false in 
literature. . . . You may have any message you like to give the public, but the 
essential condition for its delivery is sincerity. Unless a book gets written in the 
spirit of challenging and fearful levity which once sent some admirable lads 
“over the wire,” then I fail to see why it should be done at all, when so many 
needful chores are waiting. Let us not deceive ourselves. It is certain that a 
great writer never worries about his style, that ticklish subject in a course of 
English for aspirants to journalism, and we see the reason for it. Something else 
possesses the man. The importance of what he has to say controls him, and his 
chief anxiety is that we should clearly understand it. Ii that does not give him 
style, then nothing can; and if style is there, then it will be in accord with the 
importance of his message. The closest study of the styles of all the great 
masters of English will not give us anything of importance to say, any more than 
wearing Napoleon’s old hat would help a modern general to victory. If this 
seems a hard saying, then let an unbeliever try to write like Swift. A zeal for 
truth is the spring of art ; though it would be useless here to discuss those tests 
by which we may recognize truth when we suspect it to be about. Perhaps it is a 
matter of instinct. It is not always easy to see the truth of a matter.

Henry Adams often looked at you in a way 
that made you feel, not only that you did not know what he was thinking, but 
that he was probably not going to tell you. He had the disdainful intellect of his 
family, and it was brilliant with rich experience of people and of books. Two 
of his own will certainly have to be read by any one who wishes to ascend to 
the highest level of American literature, where the pages of Emerson and Poe 
and Whitman and Hawthorne are to be found with Huckleberry Finn.
